llminster Rotarian takes part 
in annual Exmoor Challenge 


P AST President of the Rotary Club of llminster, 
Roy Pickett, now in his 80s, took part in the 
annual Exmoor Challenge event in support 
of the South West Childrens' Hospice. 

The Rotary Exmoor Challenge is a gentle compe¬ 
tition between Rotary Districts 1170 and 1200 for 
the Rotary Challenge Shield. Rotarians and their 
families and friends from each district earn one 
point for completing the seven mile walk or two 
points for completing the 12 mile walk. The gov¬ 
ernor of the district with the most points formally 
receives the shield at a club meeting with this 
year's event taking place during April. 

In his report to the club, Rotarian Roy Pickett 
said: "The walk was from the Upton Village Hall at 
Lowtrow Cross, and around the Wimbleball Lake, 
through woodland already coming into leaf with 
the gorse bushes a-blaze and primroses and daf¬ 
fodils aplenty. 

"Yes, the day dawned wet and ended wetter, but 
the walk itself thankfully took place in a dry slot. 

Our District 1200 won the trophy again with 90 
points from a turnout of 72 walkers; but it was 
tight - the challengers from 1170 scoring 82 points 
from 62 walkers. 

"We do not know yet how much money was 
raised for the Childrens' Hospice, but I am sure it 
exceeded money raised at last year's event, which 
helped to raise over £8,000. 

"My contribution in the end was £265 of spon¬ 
sorship and £18 entry fees making £281 in all but 
it wasn't just about the money. Those present, 
spent a very pleasant three or four hours in mag¬ 



nificent countryside that people travel miles to 
visit, and we are lucky enough to have on our 
doorstep. 

"What better way is there to spend an early 
spring morning?"

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New affordable homes 
taking shape in Chard 


By Marion Spencer 

A £1 million development of 11 affordable rental homes 
in Great Western Road, Chard, is beginning to take shape. 

Raglan Housing, working in partnership with South 
Somerset District Council and local contractor Brookvale 
Homes, is building the new houses, which is the second 
and final phase of a £5.1 million mixed development of 
56 affordable homes for rent and shared ownership. The 
first 45 properties were completed in June last year. 

The new development will see the construction of six 
three-bedroom houses, four two-bedroom and one one- 
bedroom flat. The scheme, which is due for completion 
in June this year, has been partly financed by the Homes 
and Communities Agency. 

Raglan has invested more than 80 per cent of the de¬ 
velopment’s £5.1million total investment costs into the 
local supply chain based within a 30-mile radius of the 
scheme. Every affordable home creates around 2.5 con¬ 
struction jobs and up to four times that many in the wider 
supply chain. 

Matthew Crucifix, Raglan business development man¬ 
ager, said: “We have worked closely with our partners, 
Somerset District Council and Brookvale Homes, to de¬ 
velop these much needed affordable homes in Chard and 
we’re delighted to be making good progress on their con¬ 
struction. With house prices out of most local people’s 
reach, there is a real demand for high quality rented ac¬ 
commodation in the community, These homes will en¬ 
able local people to stay within the community close to 
their fa mi lies and friends.” 

All 11 properties will also achieve a Code for Sustain¬ 
able Homes Level 3 efficiency rating and will have gas

central heating, together with gas saver 
units for the houses and solar panels for 
the flats. These features will help reduce 
the impact on the environment and keep 
energy costs down for residents. 

Raglan Housing has a longstanding 
working relationship with South Somerset 
District Council and manages over 500 
properties across the district. 


Tim Carroll, deputy leader of South 
Somerset District Council, commented: 
“It will be a significant achievement that, 
together with other sites being developed 
with other Housing Association partners, 
we now expect over 80 new affordable 
homes to be completed in Chard this fi¬ 
nancial year.”

DAVID Laws, MP for the Yeovil Constituency, has ex¬ 
pressed his concern at proposals recently announced 
by Avon and Somerset Constabulary to close and re¬ 
locate a number of police stations in the area. 

The plans would see the closure and relocation of 
police stations in Chard, Crewkerne and in Yeovil, 
while the police office in llminster would also be 
closed and relocated. 

Mr Laws said: "I have only recently been informed of 
these proposals and I am concerned at the impact they 
may have on policing in our area. I will be asking Avon 
and Somerset Constabulary to provide more informa¬ 
tion detailing the realities of their proposals, and I will 
also be meeting with Sue Mounstevens, the Police and 
Crime Commissioner, and Nick Gargan, the Chief Con¬ 
stable, to go through the plans very closely. 

"Our number one aim must be to ensure that we 
continue to have a strong and effective police pres¬ 
ence across the area." 

Chard Police station was closed for seven months 
five years ago in order to build a new custody suite for 
the area.

New police team crack down on rural crime 


POLICE arrested a man for burglary, visited over 270 farms, signed up 
75 farms to the Farm Watch Scheme and held property marking sessions 
across Somerset as part of a day of action tackling rural crime last week. 

Officers were also at local events, farmers’ markets, farm shops, garden 
centres and equestrian centres across the area to give crime prevention ad¬ 
vice, help with property marking, promote membership of the Farm, Rural 
and Horse Watch Schemes and hand-out property marking kits. 

They also carried our crime reduction surveys at local businesses, tack 
marking, vulnerable vehicle patrols at rural car parks across the area to 
raise awareness about theft from cars and stop-checks on the M5 corridor 
to look for stolen property and illegal red diesel. 

Superintendent Ian Wylie, the force lead on rural crime, said: “Last 
week's day of action was a really positive and successful. We are primarily 
a rural police force and we need to respond to the needs of our communi¬ 
ties.

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Hiking along the road to recovery 


BARELY able to walk 200 metres to the 
post box 15 months ago following 
chemotherapy for cancer, Chard town 
councillor Tony Prior decided to mark 
his road to recovery and 75th birthday 
with a two-week hike in the South 
African Drakensberg Mountains. 

Councillor Prior has always like walk¬ 
ing and, on retiring in 1999, decided to 
take it up on a more grand scale joining 
a group of walkers organised by Ram¬ 
blers Worldwide Holidays. Having al¬ 
ways been in the thick of organising, he 
said he enjoyed just being able to turn up 
at the airport for his latest challenge and 
let someone else do the arrangements for 
a change. 

When his walks involved a destination 



where wife Margaret could relax and 
enjoy the atmosphere she joined him, but 
her knees did not allow much walking so 
Tony previously completed longer hikes, 
such as Hadrian’s Wall and Mount Kili¬ 
manjaro, on his own. 

The Drakensberg Mountains trip was 
from March 28th to April 11th and, still 
in remission from cancer, it was the 
councillor’s toughest challenge ever, 
with high altitude and long treks to deal 
with. Even the hotel was 5,000 feet 
above sea level. 

Councillor Prior described the experi¬ 
ence as “exciting, exhilarating and ex¬ 
hausting”. 

“The Drakensberg are a fascinating and 
fantastic World Heritage Site with moun¬ 
tains towering up to over 11,000 feet. I 
found the walking challenging and it 
took me to the limits of my capabilities 
some days,” he added. 

The walks varied in length, with a cou¬ 
ple of short walks of four to five hours, 
up to eight hours for the amphitheatre. 
Most days involved crossing streams, 
often several times, but although the 
daily walks were strenuous Councillor 
Prior said the nights were spent in two 
hotels, seven nights in each, where the 
service, food and accommodation were 
second to none. 

The keen walker did take one day off 
in the second week to entertain his 
brother, the Reverend Dr Laurence Prior, 
a research fellow in the University of 
South Africa, who had driven down from 
Pretoria the previous day to visit him. 

He concluded: “The most difficult and 
most memorable day was the trek to the 
top of the amphitheatre, a wonderful nat-

ural phenomenon. We started that day at 6am for a three- 
hour minibus journey to access the walk. 

“Although we were advised to carry warm clothes in 
case it was cold and even wet at 10,000 feet, we enjoyed 
(or endured) a beautiful sunny day. The views from the 
amphitheatre were magnificent but the final climb to the 
plateau involved a 100-rung ladder up a sheer cliff face. 

“Like some of my companions I developed a headache 
at that altitude and at one point had chest pains which 
scared me a bit. I am glad that I managed to complete 
the walk, which took eight hours, but I would not do it 
again.” 

Councillor Prior hopes his story might inspire others 
to take up walking, particularly younger members of the 
community.

THE youth club area of the George Reynolds Centre in 
Crewkerne has been brightened up with some new art work, 
thanks to a project initiated by Active Skills and Learning, 
(ASAL) which runs the youth sessions. 

Over just two days during the Easter break, a small group 
of youth club members worked with artist Scott Walker to 
create six colourful cartoon wall installations. 

The artist's method was to provide some creature shape 
templates for the young artists to work with. They designed 
the cartoon outline they wanted, which he then made into 
an outline composition on boards. Using water-based 
acrylic paint pens, the cartoons were coloured in by the 
youngsters with some of the backgrounds being done using 
spray paints outside. 

The result has covered areas of the concrete walls, giving 
a much brighter, friendlier face to the youth club area with 
images they felt appealed to all ages. In the room shared 
with the Jigsaw Pre-School, the boards have been set a little 
lower on the walls for their benefit. 

Special project worker with ASAL, Vicky Helyar, initi¬ 
ated the idea as she felt some of the young people may be 
put off by the institutional look of the building and needed 
to make their mark to claim it as their space. She hopes now 
that more local youngsters will be less intimidated by the 


area and encourage more use of the youth sessions held 
there. 

The ethos of the non-profit company, which also works 
in Chard and Ilminster, is that the youth club is peer-led 
with adult guidance so the young people have more say in 
the activities and learn the responsibility of leadership. 
Lead project worker for Crewkerne, Zena Hodgson, said 
the feedback from the rest of the group had been very pos¬ 
itive and there was room on the walls to possibly expand 
on the idea. 

Funding for the project came from South Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council (£600) and A Better Crewkerne and Dis- 
trict(£500). Zena said they were very grateful for the 
support received. 

The directors of Crewkerne Sports and Youth Activities 
Ltd., which manages the building, were so impressed with 
the finished panels. They were already discussing the pos¬ 
sibility of some more sport-themed cartoons in other parts 
of the centre. 

The young artists involved said they had found the project 
very engaging and a great deal of fun because of the method 
used, they saw almost instant results and the effect was 
great feedback from everyone else in the group.

County Council's Public Health, are promoting a new col¬ 
lection of “Books On Prescription” across the county for 
children and young people, ahead of a national list that is 
also being considered by the Reading Agency. 

The new range, which is aimed to help young people im¬ 
prove their health and happiness, is now available on the 
“Books On Prescription” scheme. 

The initiative, co-ordinated by Somerset Libraries and 
Somerset County Council's Public Health team, enables 
general practitioners and others working at the front line 
of health care, to prescribe self-help books. Patients can 
then borrow the books recommended from their local pub¬ 
lic library. 

This new range aims to help children, parents and their 
carers with problems that may affect their health and hap¬ 
piness, and includes titles such as “Starving The Anger 
Gremlin?”, a cognitive behavioural therapy workbook on 
anger management for young people. 

Councillor Christine Lawrence, the county council’s cab¬ 
inet member for health and wellbeing, said: "The ‘Books 
On Prescription’ scheme has proven successful with adults 


and I'm pleased to see there are now specialist titles for 
young people too. It's such a simple concept, and one that 
is really effective in helping people to improve their own 
health and happiness." 

A list of 24 books have been carefully selected by mental 
health experts, covering subjects such as depression, bul¬ 
lying, eating disorders, Asperger’s syndrome, managing 
anger, dealing with stress and coping with family prob¬ 
lems.

Kast Off Kinks at The Gateway 

Two top National Theatre performances will also be screened live at the Seaton venue 


THE iconic British rock band, The Kinks, are 
often cited as one of the most important and 
influential rock bands of all time, and the 
Kast Off Kinks will bring all the groups 
greatest hits to Seaton on Saturday, May 
17th. 

The Kinks' first hit, You Really Got Me, in 
1964, broke new ground with driving power 
chords and Dave Davies' distorted guitar 
sounds, and created a template for many 
bands to follow in a rock and roll develop¬ 
ment which led variously to heavy metal, 
new wave and grunge. 

Later work saw the band's style change to 
more melodic songs, highlighting Ray 
Davies' lyrical and observational skills in 
songs like Sunny Afternoon, Dead End Street 
and Waterloo Sunset.

The Kinks continued as a recording and gig¬ 
ging band until 1996, when the Davies 
brothers went their separate ways with solo 
careers. 

The Kast Off Kinks formed in 1994 to keep 
the music playing on, and it is what the 
name implies - the original line-up consisted 
of the band that played Lola (apart from Ray 
and Dave) - Mick Avory, John Dalton and 
John Gosling - together with singer/guitarist 


Dave Clarke. 

The current line-up is the band that played 
Come Dancing - Avory, Gibbons and Jim 
Rodford (respectively the Kinks'longest-serv¬ 
ing drummer, keyboard player and bassist) - 
still with Dave Clarke covering for the Davies 
brothers. (As Jim is currently very busy play¬ 
ing with The Zombies and Argent, John Dal¬ 
ton often comes out of retirement to stand 
in for him.) 

Almost every other ex-Kink has guested 
with The Kast Off Kinks, including Ray Davies.

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House prices may hit an average 
of £1,000,000 by 2034 

SHELTER and KPMG have published forecasts for house prices over the next 20 years 
predicting a doubling by 2034 - and maybe a quadrupling if the housing shortgage is 
not addressed. Startling figures - but although they make good news headlines just 
how credible are they. 

Take first the doubling of the national average to £500,000 by 2034. This would equate 
to a compound growth rate of about 3.5% a year. In other words if inflation grows at 
the targeted 2% a year, real incomes and standards of living must rise faster than this - 
more in line with desired growth rates. This is not that far fetched. I have always advo¬ 
cated home ownership for the simple reason that in the long term the debt you take 
on to buy the house reduces over time, and inflation will always push property values 
in the other direction. Having had racehorses in the past I think I can safely say that 
none of mine ever ran to those kinds of odds! 

Looking at the other side of the coin - for this to happen incomes will need to rise by a 
similar amount. Taking the past few years average wage rises which have been just 
under 1% this will not happen. Taking the long term trend instead, then that growth 
rate is nearer 4%. That makes a doubling of house prices look not just possible but 
inevitable. A rise in incomes of 4% would see avaerage earnings climb from £26,000 to 
over £56,000. 

The next bit of the research which suggests an average of £1 m is the bit I struggle with. 
That would suggest prices rising by a collossal 7% each year. For this to happen real 
wages would need to hit an average of over £100,000 pa. Imagine the inflation rate we 
would be having for that to happen - in excess of 5% - and that would mean higher 
interest rates and mortgage payments as a result. 

In fairness to the researchers the political agenda that Shelter has is to encourage the 
building of more affordable housing.This would reduce the upwards pressure on prices 
as supply would be greater.This simplistic approach is based on the assumption that if 
demand goes up so will prices. This is not the case. Without the affordability part of the 
equation prices cannot rise. I might be happy to pay the price, but if my earnings 
prevent it no amount of desire will compensate for my lack of money. 

Looking at the past, and extrapolating for the future, long term trends will always favour 
home ownership.That is because the effects of inflation and economic growth will drive 
up wages, costs of living, and by association property prices.There is nothing, however, 
to suggest that this will be any more extreme than has been the case in the past.

Bold decision pays off as Chard are promoted 


SOUTH WEST ONE PLAY OFF 
Towcestrians (SW ONE east) 18

Played at Towcester 
WELL over 100 Chard supporters 
made the 350-mile round trip to 
see this game and they were re¬ 
warded when their side snatched a 
late win after a disastrous start to 
the game which saw them lose a 
key player to injury and also con¬ 
cede a converted try.
